WASHINGTON, July 28.—The 
National War Labor Board is on 
record today with a pivotal de- 
cision which uses the “Little 
Steel” wage formula to deny a 
general increase to 1200 employes 
in two New York State plants of 

Remington-Rand Co. 

A flat increase of 10 cents an 
hour has been sought by the 
United Electrical Radio & Machine 
Workers of America (CIO), repre- 
senting the employes. In a finding 
of far-reaching importance, the 
board, bya vote of 4 to 2, de 
clared the proposed rise unwar- 
ranted, at the same time asserting 
that such wage increases as might 
be granted hereafter under the 
board’s 15 per cent formula would 
be “so insignificant in contrast 
with the total wage bill of the 
country as to have no inflationary 


The four on the majority side 
were Frank P. Graham and Wayne 
Li Morse of the public group and 
Robert F, Black, president of 
White Motor Co., and Roger D. 
Lapham, board chairman of Am- 
erican-Hawaiian Steamship  Co., 
representing the employers. Dis- 
senting were the two employe 
representatives who took part in 
the case—Martin P. Durkin and 
Richard T. Frankensteen. 

While denying a general wage 
boost, the board granted a 2%- 
cent hourly increase for woman 
employes working on an incentive 
basis. This was done, the board 
said, to iron out an inequality re- 
sulting from a growing disparity 
between the wages of man and 
woman workers in the company’s 
plants. THe néw.rate increases the 
starting wage of the affected 
group to 50 cents an hour. 

Designed to Quiet Fears, 

The majority opfnion, written by 
Morse, who is dean of the Universi- 
ty of Oregon Law School, clearly 
was designed to quiet fears that the 
board's formula in the “Little Steel” 
case would have a disastrous infla- 
tionary effect. It was held in that 
case that groups of workers who 
had averaged less than a 15 per 
cent increase in wages from -Jan- 
uary, 1941, to May, 1942, were en- 
titled to an increase up to tifat 
amount to compensate them for 
the rise in the cost of living.

It was the Japanese way of em- 
phasizing the humiliation of the 
race which had ruled Hongkong 
for a century. 

The white man had lost face. 
Hongkong had fallen in 18 days. 
About 3000 Americans, Britons and 
other Allied civilians were interned. 

I was among 180 imprisoned in 
a waterfront brothel in the poor- 
est of the Chinese slums. 

This dive, which the Japanese 
called a hotel, was one of six such 
establishments they picked out in 
the Hongkong slums for our pre 
liminary internment. 


Packed in Like Animals. 


While Tokyo boasted that Japan 
was observing rules of the Geneva 
convention, we were packed like 
animals—men, women and children 
-—into». vermin-ridden 
many without daylight, and forced 
to sleep on bare opium couches, 
floors and chairs reeking with filth. 

For the first 30 hours there was 
no food at all. -Then there were 
wretched rations, supplemented by 
microscopic issues of vegetables and 
meat. Even.these scant handouts 
were pilfered by servants, necessi- 
tating a watchful eye on. every 
crumb. ) 

The drinking water was danger- 
ous, and we were not permitted to 
boil it. There were no lights to be 
had at all. Walking a narrow roof 
space was the only exercise possi- 
ble. 

After 17 days of this we were 
marched by armed escorts a mile 
and a half to a steamer bound for 
the Stanley internment camp on 
the opposite side of. Hongkong 
Island. 


' Chinese Beaten to Death. 

On the way we saw two gend- 
armes beat a Chinese to death after 
a trivia) disturbance in a _ rice 
queue. 

The Stanley camp was without 
lights, sufficient heat, beds, bed- 
ane furniture or cooking facili- 

es. 

All the 3000 internees eventually 
were billeted in the shell-damaged 


cubicles, ‘ 


flew directly over our camp and 
the music of its motors was sweet- 
er than Beethoven's Fifth Sym- 
phony, which our phonograph was 
playing at the time. 


It was shortly after noon on 
April 18 that the big thrill came. 


police rushed into 
our camp excitedly and told us 


to. extinguish the fires in the 
stoves and close the windows be- 
cause there was an air raid. 

We thought it was only a drill, 
even when we heard two tremen- 
dous explosions in the direction of 
the Kawasaki industrial area. 

A few seconds later, however, 
we saw a large twin-motored plane 
flying very low. Bursts of anti- 
aircraft shells were streaking after 
it. The raider dropped down 200 
feet to skim rooftops and escaped. 
It flew overhead as a squadron 
of slow Japanese biplanes arose 
from a nearby training field and 
circled around lookifg for the 
Americans. But by that time ‘this 
particular raider was far away 
over Tamagawa Valley speeding 
toward Fuji. 


Saw Two Other Raiders. 
We even spotted two raiders far 
distant in the direction of Yoko- 
hama’s docks, and that evening 
the radio told us of raids on Kobe, 
Osaka and Nagoya. Later we 
heard that plane factories in Na- 
goya were badly damaged. Kawa- 
saki likewise was hard hit, and 
350 workers were reported killed 
there. Three days later I noted 
a small item in the Japanese press 
telling of a mass burial of Jap- 
anese marines at Yokosuka. 

Mrs. Theodore Walser, wife of 
a missionary, said her husband 
and several other internees saw 
the American flyers wave to peo- 
ple on the ground in the Waseda 
area. Walser said one raider flew 
over the downtown section, where 
hastily summoned air raid war- 
dens dashed about excitedly. All 
was confusion with the Japanese. 

The night after the raid the 
sirens blew again but no planes 
appeared. The next day Japanese 
pursuit ships patrolled the air con- 
stantly. 

Aside from the reactions of in- 
dividual Japanese, the tone of the 
press indicated that Japanese com- 
placency was shaken considerably 
by the American thrust into 
Japan’s supposedly invulnerable de- 
fenses, 


Officials Apologize to Emperor. 

Japanese ministers presented 
themselves to the Emperor to apol- 
ogize, and it was rumored that 
one high Army officer responsible 
for Tokyo’s defense shot himself. 

Early in March police investigat- 
ing Max Hill, the Associated Press 
bureau chief in Tokyo who was 
held in jail, came to question me 
concerning news stories which I 
had taken from the Japanese For- 
eign Office’s short-wave summary 
and passed on to Hill. The police 
threatened to move me into a cell, 
too. However, I could only tell the 
obvious source of our news chanh- 
nels, shrug and reply to the threat: 
“That's your business.” 

Two weeks before my departure 
I was taken along with other cor- 
respondents to the Sanni Hotel, 
where a luncheon wag given us. 
The luncheon, the Japanese said, 
was under the auspices. of “The 
Pacific War Relief Committee,” a 
front for the Japanese Home of. 
fice, | 

Our hosts first asked, then de 
manded, that we write statements 
on various assigned topics, mine 
being internment conditions in 
Japan. When I refused a home of- 


out a dental bridge, which a Jap- 
anese. dentist later replaced with- 
out charge. 

This undoubtedly was the meth- 
od used by the Japanese to ob- 
tain fantastic quotations from oth- 
er American prisoners. They 
threatened to keep me in Japan un- 
less I wrote a statement, I finally 
performed. 


We were having coffee and: 
starved to such a point that the toast when the 


ards and conditions was the main 
factor. 

In cases the police did 
their best to alleviate the situation 
of our group of 13 Americans in 
Tokyo. We were arrested the day 
war broke ouf and. were interned, 
but not imprisoned. 

(On the other hand, Hill spent 
weeks in solitary confinement. 
Other correspondents fared similar- 
ly and, in addition to physical dis- 
comfort, underwent severe grillings 
in which they were struck.) 

In the six months’ confinement 
the Americans in our group organ- 
ized their own routines, and fur- 
nished and cooked their own food. 
There was no help in this respect 
from Japanese authorities, but lit- 
tle interference either. The Japa- 
nese provided so-called Western 
meals, but these were mostly in- 
edible and always unpalatable. 
Only our own efforts and purchases 
kept us alive and fairly healthy in 
that period. 

On the morning of Dec. 8 Tokyo’s 
streets were normal enough. 
(Though it was Dec. 7 in Hawaii 
when the Japanese attacked Pear! 
Harbor, it was Dec. 8 in Japan.) 
But radios were blaring patriotic 
marches, and I was more or less 
prepared, when I returned from 
church and entered my house, to 
find myself surrounded by police 
who themselves seemed surprised 
and dazed by news of the war. 
Witb Robert Bellaire of the Unit- 
ed Press I was held incommunica- 
do throughout that day. All day 
the radio told of Japanese success- 
es at Hawaii and the Philippines. 
The Japanese servants seemed un- 
able to believe or comprehend the 
announcements, 


To, Internment Camp. 


I was awakened the next day by 
a policeman with a mimeographed 
sheet in English and Japanese an- 
nouncing I was to be interned and 
instructing me to take enough food 
for three days and a change of 
clothing and biankets. 

At the camp we were read a 
list of rules, including a prohibi- 
tion on trying to escape. The 
guards were told to shoot to kill 
in that case. Roll was called three 
times daily. 

Paul Rush of Louisville, Ky. a 
teacher whose hobby was ——— 
organized a kitchen and ran it 
successfully throughout our intern- 
ment. 

Friends on the outside scoured 
the shops and even a “blatk mar- 
ket” to provide us with meats, 
fresh eggs, vegetables and canned 
‘goods, 

The guards were amazed, they 
being unable to obtain such food. 
We won their friendship with gifts 
of pie and coffee. 

The Government-provided meals 
were impossible. Breakfast was tea 
and bread, lunch was fruit, and 
dinner, consisted of fish or ground 
meat of doubtful origin. Hence we 
kept our auxiliary kitchen running. 

At first we were denied newspa- 
pers, but later received some Jap- 
anese issues and were allowed. to 
listen to the propaganda-crammed 
radio. Eventually we even. estab- 
lished a small underground paper 
which carried camp gossip and oc- 
casional take-offs on Japanese 
propaganda.

Without the slightest warning, 
the city of Shanghai was wakened 
at dawn on Dec. 8 (the day of the 
attack on Pearl Harbor according 
to East Asia time) by the uproar 
of Japanese guns destroying the 
sole British gunboat remaining in 
the Whangpoo River—H. M. S. 
Petrel. The Petrel refused to sur- 
render promptly and sank in 
flames at its berth.

Submarine Toll In Atlantic Bilses 
to 401 Ships, 

WASHINGTON, July 28 (AP). — 
The toll of mercKant shipping sunk 
by enemy submarines on the very 
doorstep of the Americas has 
topped the 400 mark and the West- 
ern Atlantic has become the grave 
of more than 2000 seamen and pas- 
sengers since Pedr] Harbor. 

Figures tabulated by the Asso- 
ciated Press yesterday as the re- 
ported wartime sinkings in those 
waters reached 401 showed that at 
least 1620 more crewmen or pas- 
sengers were missing after at- 
tacks, while 11,766 persons have 
been rescued, 

For the 400th acknowledged vic- 
tim, a U-boat chose their smallest 
fry in 233 days of preying on Al- 
lied or neutral shipping off Amer- 
ican shores—a i16-ton onion boat 
just out of Havana. The subma- 
rine’s crew, apparently running out 
of rations, took 40,000 pounds of 
onions, canned goods and a quant- 
ity of Diesel oil from the vessel.

In such 
circumstances, it was urgent for 
Catholics throughout the world to 
combine their efforts in favor of 
peace, pleaded the bishops. 

The letter contained also a gen- 
eral outline of the suggested peace 
which the German bishops con- 
sider “fair for both camps.” This 
included the possible evacuation 
of Western Europe, except Alsace 
and Lorraine, and the return of 
German to its 1914 eastern fron- 
tiers. Austria, it was suggested, 
should’ have complete autonomy 
within the Reich, while Czecho- 
Slovakia would be reconstituted 
and Poland restored within new 
“ethnographical frontiers.” The 
bishops declared themselves also 
for a Danubian federation, with 
rights of religious minorities ef- 
fectively guaranteed. 

The informant described the 
Vatican reception of this request 
as “extremely reserved,” the Pope 
not believing the time yet ripe for 
such a definite initiative. Some 
Catholic observers, however, dis- 
card the idea that the German 
bishops’ appeal may influence the 
contents of the peace encyclical 
that the Pope is said to be pre 
paring with the greatest secrecy.

LONDON, July 28 (AP).

Views of Churchill and Gen. Arn- 
old on Air Front Over Reich. 


In a speech to the House of Com- 
mons July 2, Prime Minister Win- 
ston Churchill said: 

“I know there is a tendency to 
deride and disparage the bomber 
effort against Germany. I think it 
is a grave mistake because there 
is no doubt that this bomber of- 
fensive against Germany is one 
of the most powerful means we 
have of carrying on offensive war 
against her. This attack is not 
going to get weaker, but is going to 
get continually stronger until, in 
my view, it will play a perfectly 
definite part in taking strain off 
our Russian ally and in reducing 
building and construction of sub- 
marines and other weapons of 
war.” 

In a radio address May 10, 
Churchill said: 

“A British, and presently an 
American, bombing offensive 
against Germany will be one of the 
principal features in this year’s 
world war. Now is the time to 
use our increasingly. superior air 
strength to strike hard and con- 
tinually at the home front in the 
Germany from which so much evil 
has leaped out upon the world and 
wifich is the-foundation of the 
whole enormous German invasion 
of Russia.” 

In a statement to the Houst of 
Commons on June 2, Churchill 
said:

And Sank 3 Japanese Destroyers 
Caught at Anchor in Kiska Harbor 


Crept Within 1000 Yards of New Enemy 
Vessels, Despite Fog and Rocky Sea Bot- 
tom — Two Other Destroyers Bagged by 
Other American Undersea Craft.

There was good reason for this 
prudence and it wasn’t accidental. 
Destroyers are the natural enemies 
of submarines and every gadget 
and rivet in a tin can’s hull is

The National Committee, as the 
executive agent of Fighting 
France, is expected to undergo fur- 
ther revisions as other representa- 
tives of groups fighting Vichy poli- 
cies and the Nazi occupational 
forces arrive here. The movement 
follows De Gaulle’s announced 
policy of establishing contact with 
all wings of French opinion as a 
means of strengthening French 
resistance. 


Swing to De Gaulle. 

Philip reported a remarkable 
upsurge in the Fighting French 
following and said the French peo- 
ple now recognize De Gaulle’s or- 
ganization as the center of re- 
isistance after more than a year of

The first thing to be said is that the idea has cap- 
tured the imagination of America.- Ever since Kaiser, 
at the launching of another of the new Liberty ships, 
offered to take over nine shipyards for the building 
of these super-planes, they have been Page 1 news. 
Just about everybody is talking about them. 

Lay enthusiasm can, of course, be a poor counselor 
where the conduct of a war is concerned, But in 
this instance, it is bneed on some hard facts. With 
the Nazis knifing deeper and deeper into Russia, the 
establishment of a second front hag become well-nigh 
imperative. But, even if this is done with troops— 
English, Canadian and American—now in the United 
Kingdom, the success of the strategy will depend 
largely on shipping. 

People don’t know much’ about the British ship- 
ping situation, except that it has been the subject 
of secret debate in Parliament, They do know what 
the submarines have been doing off our own coasts. 
To date, they have sent at least 400 ships to the bot- 
tom. Admittedly, they are sinking them faster than 
we can build them. And we can hardly step up the 
tempo of our shipyards in the face of a steel 
shortage. | 

Even if we could, the layman can see little gain | 
in losing ships and cargoes and men at the present 
rate. Eventually, the submarine fleets may be 
blasted at their bases and hunted out of the seas. 
But, in the meantime, the citizen is impressed by 
the fact that while it takes about 20 days for a 
ship to make one trip to Europe and back, a plane 
can make 10—perhaps even 20—tnNips in the same 
time. It might, in that time, carry just about as many 
men and as much freight as a fair-sized steamer— 
and do it withoyt risk of submarine ambush, 

So, the layman is inclined to vote for planes and— 
for the moment, at least—forget about ships. There 
his lack of technical knowledge may make him rash. 
He knows it, and he is ready to leave the final 
decision to the experts. But he is going to have his 
doubts about their judgment if they do not divert at 
least some of the labor and materials now going 
into steamboats to the building of air freighters and 
air transports. 

He has seen the development of such things as 
the ferry command, and he is air-minded. He knows 
that we are losing a war, and that it will take 
imagination and daring, not muddling through, to 
turn the tide. And there he is right. If he will de- 
mand the exercise of such imagination in high 
places, he need not fret about details. 

When it comes to such a specific question as how 
many of these new air giants we should build, he 
can take a cue from Henry Kaiser, who said yester- 
day that this must be determined by the degree of 
the need for mass transportation. 

That’s one for the experts, but lay enthusiasm 
can keep them on their guard against another case 
of too little and too late, another case of Hitler doing 
it first, exploiting an American idea, ag he did the 
dive-bomber, before we realized its full value,

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BAD NEWS FROM THE CAUCASUS. 

With Moscow communiques admitting that the 
Germans have taken Rostov and Novocherkassk and 
Berlin claims indicating that Nazi troops are within 
50 miles of Stalingrad, it appears that Hitler is well 
on the way to his gohl of crippling Russia and 
practically cutting her off from the United Nations. 
A little more than a month ago the Wehrmacht 
began this drive, picking up where it was stopped 
last fall when Timoshenko retook Rostov after the 
Germans had over-extended themselves on their 
right flank. 

This time, Hitler’s Generals took care to crush

JUDGE MOORE ON THE FRISCO’S AFFAIRS. | 
Federal District Judge Moore acted in behalf of 
the often neglected investor when he rejected the 
Interstate Commerce Commission’s plan for re- 
organization of the Frisco Railroad and sent the plan 
back to the commission for fresh consideration, 

The‘ point on which Judge Moore disagrees with 


that a great part of the collateral for these Federg) 
agencies’ loans to the Frisco was over-valued by 
the ICC in approving the reorganization plan. If 
the agencies are removed from their preferred posi- 
tion, to which Judge Moore asserts they are not en- 
titled, more money will thus be available to the rail-. 
road’s other creditors. * — 

This ruling is merely the latest chapter in the 
long and unsavory story of the Frisco’s frenzied 
finarices. Past history makes it clear that Judge 
Moore was not engaging in generalities when he 
made these remarks about the company’s future: — 


The Court considers that it is charged with 
the very grave responsibility of seeing to it that 
when the new company is launched, it shall be 
such a company as will have the confidence of 
the community and the entire public. This 
Court, therefore, expects to see to it that the 
first board of directors of the jew company, 
as well as its officers from top to bottom, are 
composed of men of unquestioned standing, char- 
acter and integrity, as well as ability. . 


That comment strikes squarely at the major source 
of all the Frisco’s past troubles. It wasn’t the de- 
pression primarily that put this great railroad on 
the rocks, as its spokesmen used to contend; it was 
bad management, financial jugglery, irresponsible | 
manipulation. Judge Moore’s warning is designed to 
avert future losses and scandals of this sort. 

The railroad’s trustees failed in a court action to 
recover the line’s losses, but the ord was made 
for all to read: how, for instance, the Frisco lost 
$10,000,000 in one stock operation while its bankers 
made a profit of mofe than $2,000,000. At times, 
it appeared from the evidence, high executives of 
the Frisco forgot they were in the railroad business, 
and devoted themselves instead to the intricacies of 
high finance. . 

Now the railroad business is booming as it has 
never boomed before. Now distressed railroads such 
as the Frisco have a chance to make a fresh start, 
and to introduce competent methods for remaining 
solvent even if good times don’t last forever. 

Judge Moore clearly has at heart both the honest, 
éfficient conduct of the company’s business and the 
interest of its investors. His opinion in the re- 
organization case is an instance of enlightened 
judicial concern for the sound management of other 
people’s money.

In rejecting Secretary Morgenthan’s proposal to 
require joint returns of husbands and wives for 
Federal income tax purposes, the Senate Finance 
Committee does worse than take its stand on the 
side of an archaic, unjust and unsocial tax loophole.

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SUPREME JUSTICES AND NAZI SABOTEURS. 

Justices of the United States Supreme Court are 
interrupting their vacations today and hastening to 
Washington for an unusual purpose: to hear habeas 
corpus petitions presented in behalf of Nazi agents 
landed in this country for purposes of sabotage. 

The development is unusual in two respects. These 
men are enemy agents, captured in wartime and 
being tried in a military court by erder of the 
President.

If these men were beifig tried in Ger- 
many, they would have no such right as the filing 
of a habeas corpus petition, or any right of appeal 
whatsoever. Yet now, when on trial for their lives, 
they are making full use of the institutions which 
they and their leaders scorn.

OW long ago was it that the revolt 

against “the family” really became a 

seriously conducted rebellion? Maybe 
30—maybe 40 years? Probably the exact 
date couldn’t be fixed when parental love 
was discovered to be a noxious tyranny 
over the expanding individualities of the 
younger generation, when the home was 
perceived to be a noisome prison cell, in 
the darkness of which young persdnalities 
could put forth only pallid sprouts, reach- 
ing out toward independent life. 

Those oppressive, suppressive, compres- 
sive mothers, they call what they felt 
for their children “affection.” But every 
enlightened young modern knew that this 
was only camouflage for the “will to 
power.” This they ruthlessly exercised 
under the guise 6f taking care of their 
young sons and daughters when they were 
warmly enough dressed, pitilessly waiting 
up to see.they they got safely home from 
evening expeditions, coercively locating 
them when their car had run into a tele- 
graph pole. : 

The high-spirited young folks of a gen- 
eration or two ago geographically burst as 
fast as they could from the brute compul- 
sion of that older personality enforcing its 
will upon youth in the domesticated stuffi- 
tiées of the home. But sven when the

RUDY VALLEE AND THE LATE GRAHAM MeNAMEE IN.1929 WHEN THE 
VAGABOND LOVER'S RADIO, POPULARITY WAS AT ITS HEIGHT. 


Rudy Vallee, Whose Singing Voice 
Thrilled Millions of Women Radio 
Listeners, Is Now Playing Funny Man. 
Roles in Movies and Likes His Job.

HOLLYWOOD, July 27. 


OOKING in on the previews of 
two unreleased pictures, “The 
Palm Beach Story” and “Happy 
Go Lucky,” we must come to the 
conclusion that. Rudy “Vagabond 
Lover” Vallee, who rode to fame 
on the wings of song (wafted 
through his nose) is a very much 
changed man. 


Yes, sir, that faintly disdainful, 
impeccably mannered young fel- 
low, product of Maine and Yale, 
whose voice sent chills of frustra- 
tion up and down the spines of 
millions of radio listening women, 
appears to be a creature of the 
past. And the movies are respon- 
sible. We could hardly believe our 
eyes, but there he was! They've 
made a comedian—and a fine one 
—out of warbling Rudy Vallee. 


Turning Rudy into a comic was 
a deliberately planned bit of busi- 
ness engineered by the shrewd 
Preston Styrges, writer, director, 
producer and restaurant operator 
by night. In “The Palm Beach 
Story,” he wrote a part especially 
for Rudy. With a sly sense of 
humor and better judgment than 
movie-makers ordinarily possess, 
Sturges made the character love- 
shy and afraid of women. Under 
the-circumstances of Vallee’s repu- 
tation as a great lover, this was a 
daring stroke. 

Further and amazing detgils: 
Rudy wears pince-nez, which make 
him look super-sappy. He stumbles 
around breaking them, too. Once 
they’re shattered against his pro- 
file by Claudette Colbert’s foot. 
Another time he kneels, miserably 
and awkwardly, making an old- 
fashioned proposal. 

To the surprise of everyone, 
Rudy, who has great respect for 
Sturges, ate up the part. What's 
more, he repeats the same charac- 
terization in “Happy Go Lucky,” 
which rates him star billing along 
with Mary Martin and Dick 
Powell. Again, he’s a disgustingly 
rich fellow, shy with women, wears 
nose glasses and gets booted 
around. Rudy says he loves it. 

“I've always wanted to be a 
comedian,” he said, seriously. 


“and, personally, I think I am 


funny.” 
Rudy has been something of a 


‘playboy in his private life. There 


have been long periods when he 
closed a different night club with 
every dawn. And the public prints 
have recorded various brushes 
with would-be hecklers culminating 
in physical mixups. 

Probably the most remarkable 
evidence of Rudy’s change of film 
pace is noted by the fact that in 
“Happy Go Lucky” all the other 
principals sing copiously, but Val- 
lee, the former songbird, never 
gives out with a solitary musical 
note. He does vocalize a few 
words of “Isn’t It Romantic” in 
“Palm Beach Story.” When he 
does, Claudette says: 


“You have a nice little voice.” . 


And Rudy replies: “Thank you. 
I used to sing in college.”

He used to stand 
in the wings at every one of Al- 
len’s performances. Today he can 
give a 20 minute impersonation of 
the Allen act—and so realistic you 
could close your eyes and swear 
it was Fred himself.

De 
clarer properly ducked in dummy 
and captured East's jack with the 
king. He then cashed the king and 
queen of clubs and, hoping for a 
three-three club break, led the 
10 to the ace. The failure of the 
jack to drop was a bit disappoint- 
ing, but not serious. The heart jack 
was led next; East covered, and 
declarer ran off his four heart 
tricks, discarding a spade from 
dummy. West had let go a heart 
on the third club, hence had to 
discard a diamond on the fourth 
round of hearts. His discard of the 
diamond deuce told declarer he 
had started with five diamonds, 
and now his original distribution 
was easy to count. He had shown 
two clubs and four hearts; these, 
with five diamonds, made it obvi- 
ous that he held only two spades. 
If one of these was the ace, a 
“cute” play for extra tricks was 
available. 

Of course, at this point declarer 
could have led a diamond and as- 
sured one extra trick for himself, 
but he was more ambitious. He 
led a low spade from the queen 
and, when West properly ducked, 
went right up with dummy’s king. 
Then, on a low spade return from 
dummy, declarer ducked, certain 
that West’s ace would be driven 
out. Naturally, this figuring was 
corrett, and when West could do 

nothing better than cash the dia- 
mond ace, declarer took the last 
two tricks, both overtricks.
